Bugle Boy Is Now Britain's 
Among Aviators 


Every honor for valor that a Brit- 
ish officer can gain has been won by 
Capt. James Byford McCudden, the 
star British airman, who hag just 
been awarded the Victoria Cross, His 
jother distinctions, in the order of 
their award, include the Distinguish- 
ed Service Order, a bar to the D.S. 
O., the Croix de Guerre, Military 
Cross, bar to the Military Cross, and 
the Military Medal, 

McCudden, who is now twenty- 
three years old, entered the British 
as a bugler cight years ago. 
He went to France as a private in 
jthe original expeditionary force. 
| Having had some experience in the 
jair he was pressed into service as 
an observer at Mons and gave valu- 
able information of enemy move- 
ts during the retreat. From a 
zeant he was promoted to a com- 
issioned rank as an observer and 
juickly won fame for his handling 
}of a machine gun in aerial fighting. 
|Since he has had more than one 
lred flights without ever having 
tained a wound, 

Fifty-four Germans airplanes have 
been accounted for by Capt. McCud- 
den, Of these forty-two have been 
destroyed, nineteen of them on the 
British side of the lines. On two 
occasions the British star has totally 
destroyed four two-seater enemy air-

It can be here stated that those

Wilful Waste of Food 


Canada Food Board Will Deal Se- 
verely With Offenders 


Wilful waste of any food or food 
products or waste resulting from 
carelessness or from imperfect stor- 
age facilities, has been made illegal 
and subject to penalties by order of 
the Canada food board. By _ the 
terms of this order, responsibility is 
laid upon private citizens to cee that 
no food is lost by being kept too 
long or kept in improper conditions. 
If a private citizen has reason to be- 
lieve that a cold storage warehouse, | 
store, restaurant or hotel is wasting 
food in any way, he has now the op-

is so scarce in the world and so high 
in price even in Canada where com-| 
parative abundance still prevails, it}

constant remark was “Why does not 
the government do something? The 
cold storage in some far off city like 


Winnipeg would develop some im- 
perfection and some thousands of 
pounds of food would be _ spoiled 
then immediately would arise the 


question, “Why doesn’t the govern- 
ment do something?” ‘The fact that 
local initiative might “do something 
was slow to occur to many good 
people. The new order against 
waste makes it abundantly clear that 
the government has “done some- 
thing.” It has, in fact, done all it 
could without creating special and 
expensive machinery to do more, It 


has followed the principle of local 
entorcement and the decentraliza- 
tion of authority. It has provide 


sti® fines tor those who break the 
law against waste of food and it has 
provided that prosecutions be under- 
taken by local officers. ‘Thus, if the 


municipal health inspector or any 
municipal ofncer discovers waste In 
a local cold storage warehouse, he 


lays the charge before a police mag- 
istrate or two justices of the peace 
and, securing a conviction, secures 
one-half the fine for his municipal- 
ity. Similarly in the case of a pro- 
vincial officer securing a conviction, 
The penalties are fairly stiff ones. 
The fines being limited to amounts 
between $100 and $1,000 with the al- 
ternative of insrisonment up to 
three months. If circumstances warf- 
rant it, and wastefulness by neglect 
be flagrant, both fine and imprison- 
ment may be imposed. 

Further, if local authorities learn 
that food is being held when it 
should be sold for fear of spoiling, 
they have only to notify the Canada 
food voard. The board is in_ its 
turn authorized to notify the offend- 
er that the goods must be immedi- 
ately sold and in default of obedi- 
ence, the board itself may step in and 
seize the goods and sell them. 4

Place in human diet in that delect- 
able food, pea soup, Pea meal is a 
very proteinaceous food, excellent 
for use in a balanced ration for 
stock-feeding purposes, furnishing as 
it docs a low. priced concentrate. 
Considering the high price of con- 
centrates, the farmer who has a crop 
of peas, that he can convert into pea 
meal, is doing much to free himself 
from danger of exploitation at the 
hands of feed dealers. Unthreshed 
peas are of great value for sheep 
feeding purposes, being an ideal win- 
ter roughage for breeding ewes, 
while they are likewise an excellent 
feed for young cattle. They can also 
be successfully grown with oats and 
ensiled, furnishing where corn can- 
not be grown one of the most valu- 
able silage foods, or again the same 
mixture can be cured as hay and fed 
with profit throughout the winter. 
As a summer pasturage for hogs, 
they return profitable gains, ah acre 
of peas forming a most valuable ad 
junct to the summer ration coming 
in at a time when the young shoats 
are able to make the use of this kind 
of feed. 


The successful culture of peas is 
largely a matter of climate. Being 
a legume instead of a cereal, they 
are classed among those crops 
Known as. soil improvers. While 
they do not do their best on light 
soil, particularly during a period of 
dry weather, yet almost any heavy, 
well drained soil that has not been 
robbed of its virgin’ fertility will pro- 
duce a good crop. The best results 
are obtained by putting them on sod 
land which has been ploughed the 
previous autumn and thoroughly top- 
worked before seeding. 

Peas cannot be sown as varly as 
wheat or oats, owing to the ‘ender- 
ness of the young vines, which a late 
spring frost is apt to damage seri- 
ously, also the cold and dim,uess 
of the seed bed may cause a rotting 
of the seed. It is impossible to give 
an exact date when it is desirable to 
start pea seeding, but this is a gen- 
eral rule that may be followed: If 
you have sown your wheat on the 
earliest date possible, the seeding of 
peas may be commenced from 10 to 
14 days afterwards. This rule might 
be modified in certain localities, de- 
pending entirely on the local weather 
conditions. 

We would recommend farmers 
who are in extreme northern dis- 
tricts, and who are desirous of try- 
ing out peas, to start in a small way. 
As peas are subject to severe in- 
jury from frost both in the late 
spring and early autumn, it would 
be poor advice to recommend — any 
farmer who is situated north of the 
50th parallel in the eastern provinces 
and nor'h of the 53rd parallel in the 
prairie provinces, to sow a _ large 
acreage until he is certain that thev 
will escape late spring and carly 
fall frosts. 

The many ways in which one can 
utilize a few acres of peas with pro- 
fit should tend to make this one of 
our most popular crops instead of 
occupying, as it does, a lower place 
than any of the Canadian cereals 
There are no cultural difficulties to 
discourage the farmer, while the 
chief insect pest, the weevil, can al- 
ways be successfully controlled by 
the sulphite treatment,

thought by most of our practical 
agriculturists, — [Experimental Farm 
Notes.

Heroic Action __ 
Moving Wounded 


Nurses and Doctors Forced to Re- 
treat With Their Wards 
Facing Death 


When the great offensive opened 
on the Somme the British had big 
dvance casualty stations at such 
laces as Noyon, Cugny, Ham, Gre- 
villers and Achiet-le-Grand. All these 
almost immediately came under pres- 
sure as the Germans swarmed swiit- 
ly forward and their evacuation was 
carried out during the first and sec- 
ond days, 

With the beginning of the drive 
shells and bombs began to rain about 
the stations with “their crowded 
wards, but the doctors and nurses 
stuck to the last moment, although 
numbers of them were killed or 
wounded. At, one place several ord- 
erlies were killed and the lighting 
System of the operating room was 
wrecked the first day. 


In almost every case the Germans 


en the station firrally was aban- 
doned. At Grevillers, for instance, 
where the medical corps hung on un- 
til the second day, the enemy was so 
close that as the patients and equip- 
ment were moved out British batter- 
ies rushed up and began firing at the 
advancing enemy. 


When it was no longer possible to 
remain in advanced stations every 
available lorry and ambulance—and 
they were all too few—were called in- 
to use. The severely wounded were 
carried back in ambulances, but ev- 
ery man able to walk was forced to 
tramp back to the new station, The 
nurses, among the first to go, went 
in ammunition lorries and any sort 
of conveyance to give them a lift, All 
tents and light equipment as far as 
possible was carried back. Such light 
wcles as could not be got into the 
16%Fics were thrown helter-skelter on 
trains moving westward and lett. to 
their fate. 

These things are beginning to turn 
up in all sorts of places, Paris having 
collected a large number of bundles 
which came from many points along 
the line. 

Iron beds and other heavy things 
had to be abandoned and in some in- 
stances considerable stores of medi- 
cines, but most of these were des- 
troyed and a torch applied to the 
huts. The precious surgical instru- 


surgeons themselves, who in many 
cases piled them on wheeled stretch- 
ers and started back along the con- 
gested highways. 7 
One doctor pushed his little vehi- 
cle forty miles and others covered 
distances up to twenty-cight miles. 
Reports show the amazing fact that 
every one of the thousands of  pa- 
tients in these many stations got 
safely out and that porc_ suffered 
from their hard journey. Operations 
had to be postponed often, but here 
again fortune was with the British 
and no ill-effects ' ve yet been seen 
from these delays. 

Crippled soldiers who had to hob- 
ble afoot are none the worse for 
their trip, and, in fact, doctors who 
examined them after the tramp pro- 
nounced them a particularly good lot 
of patients, 

eventy wounded men had a_ nar- 
row escape at Roye. The station 
here was one of the sccond line of 
hospitals, As the Germans swept UP, 
all the patients, with the exception 
of these were got out, but there were 
no vehicles available to move the last 
eventy. Medical officers and order- 
es remained behind to look after 
them.

Provincial government figures on 
the agricultural wealth of Alberta 
show a phenomenal growth within 
the past few years and disclose a 
record that one would be inclined to 
doubt if not for the immeasurable 
possibilities of this- vast common- 
wealth.

And shortly afterwards 
a correspondent of the Paris Human- 
ite interviewed Dr. Muhlon in Swit- 
erland. Instead of a nervous wreck, 
he found him a man of “balanced 
brain” and “sound judgment.” More- 
over, Dr, Muhlon gave to the corres- 
pondent a copy of a letter which he 
had sent to the German chancellor, 
Bethmann-Hollweg, on May 7, 1917. 
In it he spoke of the “grievous sins” 
committed by Germany in the war, 
and wrote as follows regarding her 
rulers: 

“Since the first days of 1917 I have 
abandoned all hope as regards the 
present leaders of Germany. The of- 
fer of peace with no indication of 
our war aims, the unrestricted subma- 
rine war, the deportations from Bel- 

ium, the system.tic destruction in 

rance, the torpedoing of English 
hospital ships, have so discredited 
the imperial government that I am 
convinced that they are forever dis- 
qualified from daberatiag and con- 
cluding a just and sincere entente. 
They may modify themselves _per- 
sonally, but they cannot remain the 
representatives of the German cause.” 


This testimony from within is, of 
course, exceptional. Standing by it- 
self, it could not be accepted as con- 
clusive proof. But it falls in with 
a thousand other things which have 
been coming to light. [t is confirmed 
by the unquestioned evidence of 
Prince Lichnowsky,. It goes well with 
the statement of the foreign minis- 
ter, von Jagow, that he did not at the 
time know of the ultimatum to Ser- 
bia. Apparently, it was carefully 
kept from him so that Germany 
could say that she was officially un- 
aware of it. But the kaiser knew of 
it; and von Jagow found, when he 
was finally called in, that “the kaiser 
had so committed himself that it was 
too late, and there was nothing more 
to be done.” 


Nobody can anticipate the full and 
final verdict of history on the trans- 
actions which brought on the war. 
But we have already seen disappear 
even in Germany the pretence that 
she was the intended victim of an ag- 
gressive attack. With ‘it is vanishing 
the legend that the kaiser honestly 
sought to prevent the war. That 
other German secret, now detected, 
that France was to be called upon to 
surrender .Toul and Verdun—a de- 
mand which could have been made 
only in accordance with a plan long 
previously decided upon—argues a 
distict purpose to bring on a war 
at all hazards. And with these facts 
now common knowledge, the kaiser’s 
posing es a disappointed pacifist will 
simply make the world wonder if he 
believes that crime can be expiated 
by hyprocrisy—From the New York

An uncanny invention of F, R.

Floating fifteen 
feet below the surface, it is attracted 
toward the iron hull of a submarine 
passing close by while at the same 
time a magnetic valve releases the 
air, propelling it towards its victim. 
It attaches itself to the hull and is 
quite harmless until the U-boat dives 
lower; then comes the explosion.

If 
the bomb misses, the explosion sends 
a column of clear water into the air,

Germany and the Baltic 


Germany Would Try to Change In- 
ternational Status of the 
Baltic 

If the German coast line is pushed 
northward to the Gulf of Riga or be- 
yond, the international status in the 
Baltic is bound to be greatly affect- 
ed, but whether Germany wou!d 
(close “the Northern Dardanelles” is 
doubtful enough. She would have to 
make an agreement for this purpose 
with the three Scandinavian coun- 
tries or forcibly annex territories at 
the Baltic entrance, Even so, an 
outlet might still be left by way of 
Archangel and Alexandrovsk. Also, 
a certain amount of traffic in non- 
bulky goods which could afford a 
high freight rate might be continued 
by way of Sweden and Norway by 
rail round the north of the Gulf of 
Bothnia. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that if German, could succeed 
in making the Baltic a mere clau- 
sum, a shrewd blow might be dealt 
at the most ancient of our English 
trades. The allics, however, have a 
very strong economic position as 
against Germany, and should be able 
effectually to counter check and such 
designs as these. Certainly Swe- 
den may be expected to say a word, 
perhaps a strong word, about this 
conversion of the Baltic into a Ger- 
man lake.—Westminister Gazette.

The 
trouble is that in many cases there 
is a lack of proper equipment with 
the result that the butter does not 
come up to the standard of cream- 
ery butter and therefore does not 
fetch as good a price. The cream- 
ery butter-maker is supplied with a 
full outfit of utensils and apparatus 
which enable him to recover the 
maximum quantity of butter from 
the cream. On the other hand, the 
farmer’s wife is frequently handi- 
capped for lack of equipment.
